Carthage was formally cursed 
by 
Scipio African*» the Younger in the 
«1 ring of 146 B„ C. after he had re­ 
duced the magnificent city to a char­ 
red wa.vte. 
The senate, as the very 
keystone of Roman policy, had

ihe scofldiers and by the Carthagin­ 
ians themselves when they realized alii 
was lost.

ly at tested by the recent discovery of 
a thick layer of ashes, strewn with 
blackened bones, broken glass 
and

We curse whoever oc­ 
cupied these palaces, whoever worked 
in these fields, whoever lived upon 
this soil! 
And we implore that they 
be 
deprived 
for ewer 
of light from 
above. 
“By all the laws of 
the highest 
malediction, let them be tom to bits! 
Let ihem be stricken down, if

forbidden 
name! 
Hellas, our Mother, and Juptier, hear 
me! (At these words, he touched the 
cartli, raised his hands to the heav­ 
ens, beat his breast, then looked to­ 
ward Megara and the Acropolis). 
“Eternal 
silence 
and 
desolation 
must 
remain here! 
Cursed be those 
who return! 
Doubly cursed are those 
who try to resurrect these ruin«!”

In 
it raged the leaping flames of a pass­ 
ion that had smoldered through the 
gloomy course of three Punic wars— 
through their fiendish cruelties, brok- \ 
en truces, and terror that was carried 
to the gates of Rome. 
Scipio lived to curse the power that 
destroyed Carthage. 
Like Hannibal, 
he died in misery and in exile, and 
has end came in the same year. 
An 
ungrateful people 
»oon 
forgot his 
brillaan victory over their m^ot for­ 
midable enemy. 
His passing was so 
obscure that not even his tomb was 
known, and to this day it has not been 
found. 
Another curse flung from the fun­ 
eral pyre of the 
Punic 
civilization 
echoes down through history. 
U tter­ 
ed in ropud despair by the last queen 
of Carthage, its burden has 
more of 
beroQsm and less of hate. 
During the 3-year siege that pre­ 
ceded 
Scipio’s victory, famine 
and 
pestilence stalked unchecked in the 
doomed city, while the enemy hemmed 
in its seven hundred thousand inhabi­ 
tants with massive fortifications. Al­ 
though 
starving and decimated by 
disease, the 
Carthaginians 
showed 
desperate valor. 
Swimming out into 
the sea, they set fire to the Roma’' 
ships. They repulsed attacks by hurl­ 
ing showers of huge stones, the wom­ 
en cutting off their hair to provide 
thongs for the catapults. Finally the 
Roman legions poured over the inner­ 
most wail and stormed the Forum 
Then, through carnage that lasted for 
six days and nights, they forced then* 
way to the Acropolis, a distance 
of 
on’y several 
hundred 
yards.

Brysa heights were still held by fifty 
thousand wretched men and women, 
and nine hundred deserters from the 
Roman ranks. 
With them remained 
Hasdrubal the King, his wife 
and 
their two children. 
Although he had protested that the 
sun would never see him survive Car­ 
thage^ Hasdrubal secretly surrender­ 
ed 
to 
Scipio. 
Finding 
themselves 
abandoned by their commander, the 
Garthaginian> threw open the gates 
of Brysa, and "a re granted annesty, 
which meant slavery in the galleys 
or at Rome. The deserters retired to 
the Temple of Eschmoun. When they 
were attacked 
they set fire to the 
great structure and perished there in 
preference to a worse death. 
While 
the flames swept through the temple 
Ha^drubai’s wife appeared on 
the 
roof, dressed in her royal robes. Her 
children were a t her side. 
Facing 
the Hill of Junon, where her husband 
sat at the feet of Scipio, she cried: 
Far you Roman, the gods have no 
cause of indignation, since you exer­ 
cise the right of war. 
But upon this 
Hasdrubal, betrayer 
of his country 
and her temples, of me and his chil­ 
dren, may the gods of Carthage take 
vengeance and you be their instru­ 
ment 1” 
Turning 
toward 
Hasdrubal,

said: 
“Wretch, traitor, most effemi­ 
nate of men, this fire will entomb 
me and my children. 
In them,

will die this instant.

ian princess fled to the fair kingdom 
of Iarbas on the shores of the Medi­ 
terranean.

The thonm ghneas with 
which the decrr was executed is grim ­ 
ly attested by the recent discovery of 
a thick layer of ashes, strewn with 
blackened bones, broken glass

Standing on the lii’l of Junon, ov­ 
erlooking the wreck of the city, Scipio 
reflected « moment on the m utability 
of human affairs and then called down 
the w rath of the god* upon anyone 
who should build a dwelling or plant 
corn on the trite, or attem p t to recon­ 
stru ct the ruin*. 
The citadel of By- 
rsa, official shrine 
of 
the national 
worship, end Megara, the center 
of' 
C arthaginian wealth and government, 
were cursed separately. 
There arc some fifty lines in the 
original text of Soipdo’* curse as giv­ 
en by Appi&n of Alexandria. Zonaras 
tand Macroh, blit stripped of repeti­ 
tions and redundant vituperation, the 
doom of C arthage was pronounced in 
these words: 
“God of Death ami W ar, bring In­ 
fernal terrors into this cursed city of 
C arthage and against its arm y 
and 
its peope 1 We curse with the utm ost 
might of our being these people, and 
th is arm y! 
We curse whoever oc­ 
cupied these palaces, whoever worked 
in these fields, whoever lived upon 
this soil! 
And we implore th a t they 
be 
deprived 
forever 
of light from 
above. 
“ By aR the laws 
of 
the highest 
malediction, let them be to m to bite! 
Ix*t ibem be stricken down, if 
they 
even 
speak 
its 
forbidden 
name! 
Hellas, our Mother, and Juptier, hear 
me! (A t these* words, he touched the 
uartlu ruis*-< 1 his hands to the heav­ 
en*. beat his breast, then looked to ­ 
ward Megarst and the Acropolis). 
“ E ternal 
silence 
and 
desolation 
m ust 
rem ain here! 
Cursed be those 
who return! 
Doubly cursed are those 
who try to resurrect these ru im !" 
Scipuo’s curse voiced the unk*a*hed 
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Roman hatred that C arthaginian pow­ 
er had restrained for 120 years. 
It 
vibrated with Rome’# frenzied exul­ 
tation over the crushing of her m a t 
dreaded enemy, and the arrival of the 
long delayed hour for vengeance. In 
it raged the leaping flames of a pass­ 
ion th at had smoldered through the 
K<kx>my course of three Punic w ars— 
through th eir fiendish cruelties, brok­ 
en truce*, and terro r th at waa earned 
to the gate* of Rmie. 
Scipio lived to cur«« the power that 
destroyed C arthage. 
Like Hannibal. 
He died in m isery and in exile, 
and | 
hi* end 
came in the same year. 
An 
ungrateful people 
soon 
forgot his 
briHi-an 
victory over their 
nn>*t for-1 
rmdab e enemy. 
His passing was no i 
obscure th at not even hia tomb was 
known, ar.d to thia day it ha* not been 
found. 
Another curse flung from the fun -1 
eral pyre of the 
Punic 
civilization' 
echoes down through history. 
U tte r-1 
ed In ropud despair by the last queen 
of C arthage, its burden ha* 
more of 
Heroism and less of hate. 
During the 3-year siege th at pre­ 
ceded 
Scipio’a victory, fam ine 
and 
pesrtilence stalked unchecked in the 
doomed city, while the enemy hemmed 
in its »even hundred thnisand inhabi­ 
tant* with massive fortifications. A l­ 
though 
-larving 
and 
dedrtk&ted by 
disease, 
the 
C arthag;nians 
ahowod 
desperate valor. 
Swimming out into 
the sea, they set fire to the Roma" 
ships. They repulsed attacks by hurl­ 
ing ahow( rs of huge »tones, the wom­ 
en cutting off th eir hair to provide 
thongs for the catapults. 
Finally the 
Roman legions poured over the inner- 
moot wall and storm ed the Forum 
Then, through carnage th a t lasted for 
six day* and nights, they forced then- 
way to the Acropolis, a distance 
of 
on’y several 
hundred 
yards. 
The 
Brysa heights were still Held by fifty 
thousand wretched men and women, 
and nine hundred d«s**rters from the 
Roman ranks. 
With them remained 
Hasdrubal the King, his wife 
and 
thuir two children. 
Although he had protested th a t the 
*«un would never see him survive C ar­ 
thago, Ha«drubai secretly surrender­ 
ed 
to 
Scipio. 
Fi rwiing 
themselves 
abandoned by th eir commander, the 
Carthaginians threw 
open the gates 
of Brysa, and were granted anr.esty, 
which m eant slavery in the galleys 
or at Rome. The deserters retired to 
the Temple of Eschmoun. 
When they 
were 
attacked 
they set fire to the 
great structure and j*eri»hed there in 
preference to a worse death. 
While 
the flam es sw ept through the temple 
H asdruhal’s wife appeared on 
the 
roof, dressed in her royal robes. Her 
children were a t her side. 
Facing 
the Hill of Junon, where her husband 
sat at the feet of Scipio, she cried: 
“ For you Roman, the gods have no 
cause of i ml gnat ion, since you exer­ 
cise the right of war. 
But upon this 
HasdrubaJ, betrayer 
of his country 
and her tem ples, of me and his chil­ 
dren, may the gods of C arthage take 
vengeance and you be their in stru ­ 
m ent!” 
T urning 
tow ard 
H asdrubal, 
she 
said: 
“W retch, traito r, m j«t effemi­ 
nate of men, thia fire will entomb 
me and my children. 
In them , 
you 
will die this instant. 
Ah, w hat pun­ 
ishm ent wi'l yoifnot receive from him 
a t whose feet wou are now sitting!” 
Drawing a dagger, she stabbed her 
children and threw 
them into 
the 
burning 
temple. 
Then 
she 
leaped 
them 
into the 
fam es, a voluntary 
sacrifice to th e honor of Carthage. 
By the same heroic death and near 
the same spot, Queen 
Dido, 
seven 
hundred years before, consecrated the 
city she had founded. Her story, vag 
uely traced on the blurred edge 
of 
history, tells how the beautifu’ Sidon- 
ian princess fled to the fair kingdom 
of Iarbas on the shores of the Medi­ 
terranean. 
Becoming 
a 
suitor for 
her hand, Iarbas made her a gift of 
the hill of Byrsa. On its sum m it she 
founded her city and at the foot of 
the hill she dug a harbor. 
Here she 
welcomed the ships of Aeneas, like 
herself a wanderer. 
But when he be 
trayed and deserted her she built 
pyre outside her palace and flung her­ 
self upon it. 
Dido appears in the hum an record 
as the first known woman suicide. Af 
tor ¡her death she was deified and wor 
shipped as the goddess of luck. 
Each 
year a maiden was offered a t 
her 
shrine in commemoration of her sac 
rifice an«i to insure the continuance of 
m aterial blessings. 
From its destruction to the present 
tim e 
the 
history of C arthage has 
reckoned with the curse of Scipio. A 
qu arter century elapsed before 
any 
plan was advanced for the rebuildin 
of thi-s strategic site on the Mediter 
ranean. 
co’onists w ere sent from Rome under 
C-aaus Gracchus to found there a new 
city, known as Junonia.
